RAYWELL  SANATORIUM. 

This  Institution  is  the  joint  property  of  the  County 
Council  and  the  City  of  York.  It  has  accommodation 
for  44  adults  anl  20  children.  One  third  of  the  accom- 
modation is  reserved  for  the  City  of  York. 

Particulars  of  the  cases  treated  during  the  past  year 
are  given  under  the  heading  “ Tuberculosis.” 
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MATERNITY  HOME. 

There  is  a small  Mateniiiy  Home  at  Driffield,  with 
aecommodatioii  for  two  persons.  The  building  also 
provides  accommodation  for  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 
A midwife  is  resident  on  the  premises. 

AMBULANCES. 

The  County  Council  has  accepted  responsibility  for 
the  maintenance  of  an  ambnlance  loaned  by  the  Red 
Cross  Society.  It  is  garaged  at  Beverley.  During  1921), 
77  journeys  were  made,  with  a mileage  of  l,d7d, 
compared  with  (19  journeys  and  a mileage  of  1,45(1  in 
1925.  A charge  is  made  for  the  nse  of  the  ambnlance, 
bnt  this  mav  be  reduced  or  remitted  where  necessarv. 
The  Slim  of  £07  9s.  Od.  was  received  in  fees  during  the 
year.  The  ambnlance  is  available  only  for  the  transport 
of  non-infections  cases. 

Motor  ambulances  are  also  kept  at  the  County 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Di'iftield,  and  at  the  County  Small 
Pox  Hospital  at  Shipton. 

BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1920. 

These  duties  are  by  agreement  carried  out  by  the 
Hull  and  East  Riding  Institute  for  the  Blind. 

The  number  of  blind  ])ersons  on  the  register  is  now 
given  as  17().  Systematic  visitation  of  all  blind  persons 
living  within  the  County  is  carried  out  by  a Visitor, 
who  also  gives  lessons  in  Braille  and  supervises  any  home 
workers.  Full  reports  on  his  visits  are  regularly 
received. 

At  the  present  time,  twelve  persons  are  maintained  at 
the  Institute  by  the  County  (knincil,  independent  of  any 
maintained  by  the  Education  Authority.  The  cost 
during  the  past  two  years,  including  augmentation  of 
wages,  was  £720.

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1923. 

The  nunilxu’  of  certificates  for  the  juoduction  of 
“ (trade  A ” milk  granted  up  to  the  end  of  the  year 
was  six.  In  addition  the  Ministry  of  Health  have 
issued  one  licence  foi’  the  jirodiudion  of  “ (Vrtified 
milk,  and  one  for  the  lu’oduction  of  Tuberc’ulin 
tested  ” milk.  AVith  one  exc(^])tion  the  milk  jirodiK’ed 
has  been  consistently  good,  and  the  bacterial  counts,  the 
index  of  cleanliness,  very  satisfactory.  ()ne  licence  was 
withdrawn  during  the  year,  but  reissued  after  structural 
alterations  had  been  carried  out. 


The  pra(4i(‘e  of  bottling  milk  for  sale  by  retail  is 
making  headway,  and  although  this  is  in  some  resjiects 
an  advantage,  inasnnu’h  as  the  milk  once  bottled  is 
delivered  without  any  further  clmnce  of  contamination 
bv  dust  and  dirt,  it  is  nevertheless  a disadvantage  in 
that  the  public  have  not  yet  realized  the  advantage  of 
graded  milks.  They  are  under  the  imjiression  that 
boHled  milk  is  graded  milk,  and  have  vet  to  learn  that 
although  all  graded  milk  is  bottled  or  delivered  in  sealed 
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cans,  all  liottlcd  milk  is  not  graded.  Tt  wonld  also  he 
an  advantao’e  if  i)ur(diasers  of  bottled  milk  would  care- 
fully scrutinise  the  wording  on  the  ca])s  and  on  the 
bottles,  to  ensure  tor  themselves  the  guarantee  that  the 
milk  is  fresh  and  produced  Tinder  licence. 

Proceedino’s  were  taken  against  one  person  under 
Section  (1)  (a)  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment) 
Act,  1922,  for  sellino*  milk  as  “ ( trade  A ” which  was 
not  “ (trade  A ” within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  The 
Vendor  was  fined  T't  ds.  Od.,  imdudin^  costs.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

By  Section  8 (Part  IV.)  of  the  iMilk  and  Dairies 
Order,  1920,  ‘Avery  County  Council  and  (k)unty  Borough 
(V)uncil  shall  cause  to  be  made  siudi  inspections  of  cattle 
as  may  lie  necessary  and  {iropei-  for  the  pin‘])os(‘s  of  the 
Act  and  of  this  Order.”  The  (.'ommittee  appointed  to 
consider  the  liest  means  of  carrying  out  the  duties 
imposed  on  the  CoTinty  Council  (‘onsidered  the 
advisability  of  appointing  a Veterinary  Surgeon  for  one 
year  to  carry  out  a systematic  inspection  of  (uxttle,  and 
to  report  as  to  the  work  done  at  the  end  of  that  period, 
but  they  were  advised  by  the  County  Veterinary  Surgeon

tubercle  bacilli  are  found,  the  matter  be  immediately 
reported  to  the  (kmnty  Veterinary  Suro'eon  with  a view 
to  action  beino-  taken  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 

During'  the  year  1927,  samj)les  will  be  taken  as 
j)i'oposed,  and  any  returned  as  showing'  the  presence  of 
the  tubei'cle  bacillus  will  be  dealt  with  under  the 
dhiberculosis  Ordei',  1925,  and  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
((Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  Section  4. 

Idle  (Jommittee  also  came  to  an  agreement  with  the 
Beverley  Borough  ('Council  by  which  the  Borough 
Vetei'inary  Inspei'tor  was  to  undertake  the  systematic 
inspection  of  milch  cows  in  the  Borough.  A comparison 
of  the  results  of  sampling  of  milk  and  inspection  of  cattb' 
for  the  detection  of  tubercular  disease  should  be  of 
distiiK't  value  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1915. 

Only  one  sample  of  milk  was  found  to  ('ontain  the 
tubercle  bacillus.  A visit  to  the  farm  for  an  inspection 
by  the  Veterinai'v  Surgeon  failed  to  detect  any  (-linic'al 
evidence  of  tuberc'ulosis  in  ain'  of  the  herd.  Sam])les  of 
milk  taken  from  the  individual  cows  concei-ned  were  also 
proved  to  be  negative  by  animal  inoculation. 

This  result  in  a way  is  very  unsatisfactory,  for 
although  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  may  be  j) roved 
at  oue  examiuatiou,  the  failure  to  find  them  at  a 
subsequent  examination  should  uot  be  interj)reted  as 
‘‘  not  ])resent,”  but  rather  as  “ uot  found.”  The 
natural  course  to  be  taken  should  be  to  continue  sami)ling 
until  the  source  of  infection  is  definitely  traced,  but  this 
])rocedure  is  very  expensive,  and  involves  such  a lapse 
of  time  that  meanwhile  the  composition  of  the  herd  iiiav 
be  changed  and  the  possible  infected  beast  disposed  of. 
Tnasmuch  as  no  individual  beast  is  under  suspic'ion,  but 
only  the  whole  herd,  action  to  prevent  the  sale  of  milk 
under  Section  V.  could  not  be  taken.  Tt  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  bacteriological  laboratories  will  before  long  be 
able  to  discover  some  new  method  of  detecting  the 
tubercle  bacillus  in  milk  which  is  quickly  completed  and 
infallible.

The  School  Xurses  visit  the  majority  of  the  notified 
cases  of  tuberculosis,  and  also  kee])  under  sui)ervision 
all  patients  who  have  been  under  treatment  in  the 
Ray  well  Sanatorium.  The  number  of  visits  jiaid  during 
the  jiast  year  Avas  984.  This  number  may  seem  small, 
but  it  is  necessary  to  point  out  that  many  of  the  cases 
with  negative  si)utum  do  not  reipiire  visits,  and  of  the 
rest,  a proportion  who  are  in  fairly  comfortable  circum- 
stances, do  not  require  the  services  of  the  Xurses. 

There  are  no  After-Care  Committees  in  the  rural 
districts,  but  through  the  nurses  the  Tuberculosis  Officer 
is  kejit  in  touch  with  all  cases. 

Extra  nourishment  was  given  to  dti  ])ersons  as  ])art 
of  their  treatment.  So  tar  as  jiossible,  every  endeavour 
is  made  to  avoid  dealing  Avitli  those  cases  Avhiidi  should, 
strictly  speaking,  be  dealt  with  by  the  machinery  of 
thn  Poor  Law. 

Fourteen  shelters  are  in  use  in  the  County.  They 
are  of  a large  and  sul)stantial  type,  and  the  loan  of  one 
to  a patient  i)ractically  means  the  addition  of  a bedroom. 

The  number  of  attendances  at  the  Central 
Dispensary  at  Deverley  Avas  TOl.  In  addition,  115 
visits  to  homes  Avere  i)aid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Seventy-seA^en  patients  aaTio  had  been  admitted  to 
residential  institutions  contributed  toAvards  the  cost  of 
their  maintenance.  The  amount  contributed  Avas 
£186  5s.  Td.
